Although 


the thirty days 'fnrloaghs granted the 
regiment expired tonight the soldiers 
did not, up to a late houi this afternoon 
report in very large numbers to their 
company quarters, The streets of the 
city, however, are swarmed with the 
boys in blue. 


Every train from both north and 


south, brought parties of the boys, but 
they preferred to stay m the city as long 
as possible rather than to go over to the 
camp. One reason which prompted 
this act was that the government did 
not commence to issue rations until C 
o'clock. 


The boys were nearly all on hand to- 


uight and it is estimated that about 
1000 men have already reported. 


Early in the morning the officers of 


the various companies were at work 
straightening out their quarters prepara- 
tory to the coming of the men, and be 
fore noon everything was in readiness 
At noon the privates who were in camp 
had to hustle for their food as a general 
thing, but iu some cases the officers, 
thoughtful for their men, provided a 
sufficient supply of eatables. All the 
officers, [nevertheless, found plenty at 
their headquarters, 


Of course several of those- who were 


confined in the hospitals when the fur 
loughs were granted are now able to 
report for duty, but on the other hand 
a large number have been taken sick 
during tbe la&t irpnth and are unfit to 
endure tbe camp life 


One of tho oldest men in tbe regi- 


ment, James Woolloy of Company E 
Concord, was among the first on the 
grounds 
He is now enjoying the best 


of health, although when brought home 
ou the last hospital train he was in a 
precarious condition. 


As a whole, the men feel greatly re- 


freshed and show a wonderful improve- 
ment .in their condition 
The thirty 


dajs furlough was what was needed to 
enable them to recuperate. 


Surgeon Burns i* again at headquar- 


ters and has greatly improved iu health 
He has recently beeu promoted and 
transferred to the regular army, but he 
is in camp now to be mustered out of 
the volunteer regiment 


While the boys are in camp this time 


it is not probable that the regular rou 
tine of drills will be followed, as the 
guns have been stored away, but they 
will be given enough exercise to keep 
them in training. 


AH of the heavy blankets and under 


wear which was packed and shipped 
fromChickamauga have at list arrived. 
Heavy clothing will be needed this 
weather. 


It is a question iu every man's mind 


at present whether the whole regiment 
will be mustered out or not. Most of 
the officers would be willing to have 
the regiment retained in the service this 
winter, aud it is thought that a canvass 
of the men would show that a large 
number would be glad to serve out their 
enlistment. This is because when they 
are mustered out a great proportion will 
be without jobs and in the army they 
are sure of food, clothes and monthly 
pay. There are m»ny, however, who 
would strongly protest against such a 
move. 


Whether the regiment is to be mus- 


tered out or not will not be definitely 
known for several days. The officers 
who will have this work in charge are 
Lieutenants Newcomb and Langdon of 
the regular army and they are now in 
this city. As soon as it is kco m what 
is to be done tbe work of examining the 
men pievions to their discharge will 
commence. This will probably take 
several days, aud it 
now looks aa 


though it would be well into November 
before the grounds will be vacated. 


All the pay rolls are made up to the 


22d of this month, and ou that day it 
will be known exactlj what course will 
be taken.

19.000 available troops when the war was 
declared, but the account which officers 
and men gave of themselves on the bat.- 
tleflelds has never been surpassed. The 
manhood was there and everywhere. 
American patriotism was there, and its 
resources were'limitless. The courage' 
ous and Invincibly spirit of the people 
proved Rlorloua, and those who a littl* 
more than a third of a century ago wero 
divided and at war with each other, \v«re 
again united under the holy standard of 
Liberty.

Patents 
thereon were issued January and April, 
1810, and. March, 1813. 


In 1R24 congress by a unanimous vote,

Lafayette to visit this country.

under the authority of the president on 
any of the unappropriated lands of the 
United States.
